Ho Chance for a Park— Reports of 


the Auditing Committee. 


Toting District Divided— Grand Jury Selected. 


At the Thursday afternoon session of 


the board of supervisors the effort made 
to secure the donation or possible leasing 
of the fair grounds to be used by the city 
and county as a public park, was killed 
by the Tote which rejected the adoption 
of the report, recommending the leasing 
of the grounds to the city fora term of 
10 years, the city to expend 95,000 annu- 
ally in improvements for fire years. Those 
voting in favor of the report were Super- 
visors Hill, Imboden, Eyman, Durfee and 
Woodcock. It was directed that the 
grounds be leased for another year. 


RKPOBTS OF INVBSTIOATINa OOMMTPME. 


The committee appointed to investi- 


gate the accounts of the county officers 
submitted a voluminous report. The ac- 
counts of Uounty Treasurer 
Steele, 


County Clerk Hardy, Sheriff Mauzy and 
Superintendent of Schools Evans were 
reported correct. The committee, after 
examining the accounts of ex-State's At- 
torney Johns, found that the county 
owed him a balance of $98.57. The ac- 
oonnts of H. W. Waggoner, ex-county 
clerk, were also examined. The examin- 
ation covered the period from December 
1, 1873, to December 1,1882. The com- 
mittee claims that Mr. Waggoner is in- 
debted to the county in the sum of 
$2907.29. Of this amount $1395.95 is 
represented by county service and errors 
in footing; 8422.95 by moneys due estates, 
ete.; $349.30 by fees in common law and 
criminal oases; $292.20 by costs on tax 
sales of 1879; $90 by marriage license 
account; $282.50 by naturalization papers 
account, and the remainder 'by witness 
fees, etc. 


A synopsis of that portion of the report 


bearing on the accounts of the circuit 
clerk is appended. 


In the matter of investigating t!ie acr cunts of 
E. McClellan, circuit clerk, your committee ex- 
tended its investigations trom December 1, 1872, 
to December 1, 1887. An act of the legislature of 
this state which went into efiect in 1881, provides 
that the clerk of any court of record or sheriff of 
ativ county in the state shall, at the expiration 
of ills term of office, pay to the treasurer of the 
county in which his court is held all coats and 
fees collected and remaining in his hands, to- 
gether with a statement of names of persons 
and amounts due to each, excepting such fees as 
belong to him. Upon Investigation your com- 
mittee found witness fees amounting to $135.26 
remaining in his hands and collected from De- 
cember 1, 1880, to December 1, 1884. • Since our 
investigation he has paid to the proper parties 
$66.10, leaving a balance remaining in his hands 
of $79,15. « « * We find that he has received 
out of the connty treasury as fees in criminal 
cases at various times $524.58. The law provides 
that "no such fees shall be paid to said clerk 
from the county treasury wbeu the fees collected 
by him during such year shall equal the compen- 
sation or salary allowed him by the Board of 
County Commissioners or Board of Supervisors; 
and provided further that no more of such fees 
shall in any case be paid from the county trea- 
sury than shall be sufficient, with the fees col- 
lected, to make the compensation or salary of 
said clerk." In 
> ur investigations we ascer- 
tained that in all cases where he had drawn 
money from the county treasury he had collected 
enough fees to make his salary, so the clerk was 
not entitled to any of tills amount. He has paid 
into the treasury at various times as excess of 
receipts over expenditures, $1881.29. After cred- 
iting him on the amount he has received from 
the county ($6244.56), treasury («iss:.29), there is 
a balance of ¥3382.27, which he should turn into 
the treasury. 
Your committee learn that the payment of 
these monies to Mr. McClellan was based upon 
the following report of the judiciary committee, 
which was adopted by the board at the March 
meeting, 1873 : 
To the Honorable Board of Supervisors ; 
Your committee, having consulted the county 
attorneys and got their opinion upon the matter 
in controversy, beg leave to report that the sala- 
ries of the deputies allowed the circuit clerk, as 
per order of this board, choulfl be paid out of 
the county treasury on the presentation of the 
bill of circuit clerk. 
This is, In the opinion of your committee, a 
clearly illegal order of the board,and the money 
so obtained under it should be returned to the 


C°Your committee also find $1,188.40 of witness 
fees remaining In his hands which he had col- 
lected from December 1. 1872. to December 1, 
1880, 
These fees your committee believe by a 
proper construction of law should be turned into 
the county treasury.

Supervisor Qarver made a motion that 


the report be adopted. Supervisor Man- 
ecke offered an amendment that the re- 
port be adopted and placed on record.

The report of the committee does not

He 
explains that of the $1,267.55 represented 
as remaining in hie hands, nearly $1,100 
was collected prior to 1881, before the 
adoption of the present law which pro- 
vides for the payment of these fees into 
the county treasury. Of the items for 
fees in civil and criminal cases, amount- 
ing to something over $400, he claims 
credits amounting to over 8800, which 
the expert, Southwiok, allowed, but the 
report is silent on the subject. The re- 
port, which is to be filed among the ar- 
chives ot the county, does not deal with 
these claims of the officer, whose official 
record is to be smirched, but he must 
trust to his own good luck to get his 
side of the case before the public as best 
he can. It is no wonder that Mr. Mc- 
Olellan's friends protest so strongly 
against what they allege is the unfair- 
nesa of the report.

The fees and salaries committee re- 


ported that they had conferred with 
Sheriff Mauzy with reference to the de- 
cision of Judge Wilkin, and had been in- 
formed that he was willing to abide by 
the ruling of the Judge.

knowledge required in house planning the 
services of a woman in an architect's office 
would be valuable.

The wear and tear of housekeeping, which 


is so common, to because an impossible 
amount of work is undertaken every day. A 
constant etato of nervousness and unrest is 
the consequence. This condition is not uni- 
versal, but it is common in communities of 
moderate wealth. There comes a point, how- 
ever, where immunity can be purchased. The 
architect can do much to make housekeeping 
easier. This he can do by studying the work 
of the housekeeper and arranging the house 
and its details m a way to save labor. A 
tody has said that a house will never be prop- 
erly planned by an architect until he has the 
earnest assistance of a capable housekeeper. 
The house and housekeeping conditions 
should be closely allied in building. This is 
rarely the case. The knowledge of house- 
keeping ddes not form a part of 
the 


architect's education. 
The result is dis- 


tressing. Houses are built in which con- 
venience and ease of doing-the work 
are not considered. This indifference or 
lack of knowledge makes work. We have 
kitchens in which the aink is placed in a re- 
mote corner of the room, where a table can- 
not be placed in connection with it, and 
where it Is so far from the stove and pantry 
M to be of little benefit without many un- 
necessary steps. We have dining rooms with 
no place for a sideboard, with the china 
closet in the opposite end of the room from 
the kltcheo entrance, a place for the stove, 
register or grate, where it will interfere 
with the comfort of those at the table, w e 
have bed rooms with uo place for a bed, 
houses without a closet on the first floor, a 
linen closet on the second, or a commodious 
oneanywhere. We have long, dark passages, 
steep stairways to the cellar and attic, 
plumbing so arranged that the pipes are cer- 
tain to freeze, a furnace placed at one end of 
the cellar and the coal bin at the other. To 
look at this incomplete list of faults in house 
planning it appears like an exaggeration. 
Still there a re many houses built in 
which all of these faults exist, and there are 
f »w wh Ich do not contain some of them.

The floor plans which are here presented 


are for a ten room house, five room below 
and five above. The reception hall is 13 
feet by 17 feet 0 inches, and has a 
window seat in the front end. In the other 
end is a largo closet lighted by an outside 
window. A. closet on the first floor is cer- 
tainly a nice thing to have, especially if it is 
large and well lighted. In this case there is 
room for wraps, as well as a space for a 
small cheat of drawers. One thing that is 
not often thought of in arranging a. closet 
is to place a row of hooks so that the smallest 
children can reach them. This arrangement 
would save a good many steps on the part of 
the mother or those in care of the children. 


From this reception hall we can go into 


the parlor, Bitting.room or. dining room. Be- 
fore leaving it, I would call attention to the 
grate in this room. It is a nice thing to come 
into a hall on a cold winter evening and see 
a fire in a grate, even if it is a very low one. 
It is cheery, and if there is an ash pit below 
there is not a great deal of trouble in oaring 
for it. 
If there is a furnace, as there 


should be iu a house of this size, a few 
lumps of cool will do all of the service re- 
quired. The parlor is 15 by 18 feet and has 
a grata in the corner. The sitting room is 
connected with the parlor by sliding doors. 
It also has a corner grate. All of the grates 
in this part of the house are in a common 
stack, though each has a separate flue. The 
bay window, which projects from the sitting 
room, gives ft view to the street. .. The size of 
this room ia M feet 0 inches by 15 feet.
